“If may advice was adopted, the 
farmers would be selling their grain 
on milling values and not on govern- 
ment grades.” 
There were wheat growers in the 
United States, said Mr, Saprio, who 
had no carry over whatever and 
many had sold their products at ten 
cents more per bushel than the or- 
ganized growers. “We tell the grow- 
ers not to dump, but sell in an order- 
ly fashion, he said. 
At Edmonton meeting Mr. Sapiro 
declared that unnecessary holding of 
wheat was just as much to be con- 
demned as dumping. 
“California is the United States 
laboratory for co-operative market-| 
ing”, stated Mr. Sapiro. There were 
twenty-two commodities organized 
there. During the hard times in 1920; 
the California growers were one body 
that did not ask for government 
help. 
The speaker traced the story of co- 
operative marketing of Burley to- 
bacco in Kentucky, ‘when the grow- 
ers were extremely despondent over 
whole outlook and revolutions were 
~ + threatened. Farmers and country 

bankers were pressed by debts and 
+ the situation was serious, The grow- 
A ers were dumping the tobacco on the 
market and breaking the price 
against each other. They were cheat- 
ed right and left and gat the same 
price for good or bad tobacco. 

Then the California co-operative 
marketing system was studied. It 
was adopted by 52,000 farmers and 
the number has now increased to 
over 80,000. As a result of the order- 
ly marketing the growers were get 
ting as high as thirty-one cents a 
pound while the advance payments 
are now higher than what was paid 
for the whole crop previously. Bank- 
ers had come to the assistance of the 
growers in financing and the pro- 
ducers now set the price of the 
product. 

“How much of this information 

about the surplus wheat crops is, 
true?” asked Mr. Sapiro, He point¢ 
ed out that such reports were usuall 
given out by dealers just before ,a 
marketing season.

always reported over-production, but 
it was likely that their estimates of a 
500,000,000 crop would work out at 
400,000,000, 
“ “The price of wheat is made by 
manipulation at Liverpool and Chi- 
cago,” he said.

“These dealers soak the consumerg’ 
in the Old Country and the producers 
here,” he declared. “The only people 
satisfied are the gamblers; at i- 
cago, Liverpool and Winnipeg, fhe

Canada’s Gold Production ¥ 


Exact Figures For Year 1922 Given By 
“ Statisticians 

To those who are not in close touch 
with the gold production of Canada ns 
well as to those who are somewhat 
conversant with the figures, the re- 
port given out by the Dominion De- 
partment of Statistics will be of much 
interest, These figures are for the 
calendar year 1922, and while esti- 
mates have been given out before, 
exact statements have not hitherto 
been available with reference to all 
details. 

‘There has been considerable discus- 


ence to possible gold production in 
the province of Manitoba. 
gold production has, however, been 
very limited, the total output in the 
year 1922 being in value $3,225 for 
166 ounces of the precious metal. 
Manitoba people, however, have the 
knowledge that there ‘is some gold in 
the Rice Lake area, and where there 
has been proven to be some, there 
may be a valuable strike some day. 
An item in the figures which will 
surprise many readers is the low- 
er production in the Yukon and its re- 
lation to the production in British Coi- 
umbia. The figures show that British

Sound and Its Measurement 


Instrument Which Photographs Wave 
Devised By British Firm 

To those of a philosophical turn of 
mind there {s much food for thought 
in the extent to which sound enters 
into our daily affairs. The human 
ear, which is so sensitive that it can 
detect the tiny air wave started by a 
falling gate latch a hundred yards 
away, is deafened by the roar of 
street traffic, or strains to catch the 
message of a telephone diaphragm 
less than an inch away. In eliminat- 
ing unnecessary noise, and Jn 
strengthening and purifying sounds 
which it ig desired to hear, there are 
innumerable difficulties to overcome. 
The amount of energy in the sound 
wave is almost incredibly small, what- 
ever our impression in particular 
cases. Also the sound wave js tran- 
blent, and has nothing tangible which 
/can be measured, One of the most 
useful methods of investigation con- 
sists in recording the wave photo- 
graphically, An instrument devised 
for the purpose by a British scientific 
firm employs a very light dlaphragm 
which is set in motion by the sound 
and records its oscillations on a photo- 
graphic film. The special features

To Study the Sun 


Chain of Stations Around the World 


to Keep Orb Under Continual 
Observation 

With reference to the recent an- 
nouncement that the Australian Gov- 
ernment has decided to establish a 
solar observatory in that country, Dr. 
William J. 8. Lockyer, Director of the 
Norman Lockyer Observatory, at Sid- 
mouth, South Devon, England, writes: 

Everyone knows that it is due to 
the dominating heat and light of the 
sun that life on this earth is possible, 
and many of us are also acquainted 
with the facts that the weather and 
also the number of magnetic storms, 
aurorae, and earthquakes vary from 
one year to another, 

The past study of the sun has shown 
us that he is in a continual state of 
turmoil. On his surface spots and) 
other markings are seen to wax and 
wane, being more numerous in some 
years than in others. 

On his “limb,” or edge, storms or 
prominences, violent outbursts of up- 
rushing gases, behave very similar 
Observations during total” eclipses 
have demonstrated that the upper | 
reaches of the solar atmosphere, as 
exhibited by the “corona,” undergd 
great variations in ship and extent. 
These and other facts shows thaty 
the sun undergoes ranges in Hght and 
heat from one year to another, ard it 
has been ascertained that all these 
phenomena complete their cycle in 
about eleven years. There are indl- 
cations of shorter and longer cycles of 
disturbance, but these up to the pres- 
ent are not so well determined, 

The continuous and detailed study 
of solar changes is therefore of su- 
preme Importance if we are to—and 
we must—increase our knowledge 
about the sun. 

If the study of the sun was limit- 
ed to the work of one observatory the 
records would be very sparse, be- 
cause no observations can be made at 
night time or on cloudy days. 

An effcrt was therefore made to 
place solar observatories first in local- 
{tes where the raw material, sunshine, 
was profuse, such as India, and, sec- 
ondly, to distribtte the observatories 
in longitude—ie., east and west—so 
that when one observatory is experi- 
encing night the other is in daylight. 

Thus it was desired to institute a 
chain of stations round the world so 
that at every moment of time the sun 
could be under observation. be
